Louisville. Feb. fi. — lf the agreem ent 
draw n ap laat nig h t a t the conference 
of representatives of the R epublican 
and D em ocratic ad m in istratio n s held at 
tho G a lt House in th is city, is accepted 
and carried out, the strife w hich has 
re n t K entucky from end to end for tho 
past few weeks, w ill bo ended. 
Tho 
agreem ent w as reached shortly a fte r I 
o'clock this m orning and arran g em en ts 
were im m ediately m ade to have it draw n 
up and signed. 
T his was slow work, 
how ever, and it was afte r 2 o ’clock when 
the conferees separated. T he D em ocrats 
gained nearly every point they contend­ 
ed for, and the R epublican represents 
ti yes. L ieu ten an t G overnor John M ar­ 
shall, G eneral Daniel Lindsey and A t­ 
torney David F arieigh gave assurances 
th a t tho agrem ent w ould be accepted 
by G overnor Taylor. 
T he agreem ent provides th a t in order 
to leave no question as to the title of 
W illiam Goebel ami J. C. W. Beckham 
to the offices of governor and lieutenant 
governor respectively, the general

and Hawley of Connecticut, and Mason 
of Illinois 
The treaty is regarded, in effect, by 
some of tho most conservative senators 
on both sides as an offensive and defen­ 
sive alliance with Great Britain; th at it 
closely associates the two countries in 
the control i«f a purely American project 
and that under its provisions the United 
States abandons the right to defend its 
own property in return for the promise 
of assistance from Great Britain when­ 
ever assistance for the maintenance of 
the canal s nentrality shall be requested. 
Instead of the treaty tieing ratified 
promptly, the opposition to its accept­ 
ance in the present form will insist upon 
its being referred to the committee on 
foreign relations for revision and with 
instructions to insert the .following: 


“ T ile contracting parties further en­ 
gage that when the canal shall have 
been completed, the government of the 
United States shall have the right, in 
case the United Slates is at war with 
any nation, to take temporary posses­ 
sion of. defend and fortify the canal or 
its approaches without prejudice to the 
c o m m e r c i a l rights of any other nation 
guaranteed by the neutrality of the ca­ 
nal.”
